Wisconsin Fancy maple
syrup shall be lighter than medium amber in color and
shall have a characteristic and pleasant maple flavor, and
shall be clear and reasonably free from sediment.

ATCP 157.02 Wisconsin Grade A. Wisconsin Grade A
maple syrup shall be no lighter than medium amber nor
darker than dark amber in color and shall possess a char-
acteristic maple flavor which may not be as mild as that
required for Wisconsin Fancy maple syrup, and may con-
tain a trace of sediment.
